Caprune oy a SLAVER.—The steamer Kurnak, 
from Nassau, N.P., arrived at this port a few 
daye since, and reports that on Sauirday morn 
img, the 28th of July, Nassan was all excitement, 
im) coneequence of the arrival of three schooners, 
‘with about 360 Africans on board, in a com- 
pketo state of nudity. ‘Three of the crew of the 
elaver were on board one of the schooners, and from 
ome who spoke English it sas learned that they had 
mistaken the Karnsk for a mau-of-war steamer, uot 
knowing that any steamer plied between Naesan: and 
New-York. The slaver was econ on the morning of 
Wednesday, the 25th inst., stam, They ran in 
shore at Abaco, but in consequence of a gale the pre 
vions day, they had lost most of their canvas, sud had 
not sufficient loft to beur ont again from the land, aud 
finally struck at Lavyard Cay, on the north-east const 
of Abaco. | On the arrival of the Karnak at Nassau, 
notice was given that a echooner sus on shore there, 
when several of the wreckers put off to the spot, and 
found another schooner, laden with ice and raifroad 
irop, also on shore there, but her name could not be 
ascertained, as none of the wreckers who bad gone to 
her had returned, The elaver left the coast wich 400 
slaves on board, and had lost abont 40. Taey are all 
quite young, many of them chilvren; aboot 50 are 
females. Thoy were suffering mach from searvy and 
hunger. The capisin and mate are not yet found. 
It is eaid the former cut his throat the first day ont, 
and that the mate shortly afler was drowned—wh 
however, remains to bo proved. They hud been out 
6 days. 

Exrevsive Cosripexce Orenator. — Several 
weeks ago, Mr. C. B. Hatch, and other merchants, do- 
ing bus\pees in this city, appeared ut Police head- 
quartefs, and made complaint to Sergeant Dickson 
agaipst a man calling bimeelf Col. Wm. H. Quantrall, 
charging that he had, by meaus of fale? aud fraudalen 
representations, defrauded them of money and gooda 
toalarge amount. They described the Colonel asa 
man abont 50 years of age, very gentlemanly in ap- 
pearance and manners, und a “ regnlar coutidence 
operator.” He made his entree in New-York a few 
months ago, and produced letters of introdaction to 
mauy of our merchauts, representing that he 
was a wealthy planter from Mississippi. In his 
preliminary operations he was very careful, aud 
returned at the precise moment agreed upon al 
moneyé that he borrowed. The merchants to whom 
be introduced kimeclf treated him with great conrteay, 
with the view of obtaining as customer and patron & 
person of such reputed wealth as the Colonel. He 
wae inviled here and there, and feasted like a lord, aud, 
being a single man, aud povscaced of superior altaiu- 
menis (neither woney nor age having any considsration 
in the matter), he was looked upon kindly by the fairer 
sex. Thus matters progressed, until the adventurer 
had obtained the confidence of several merchants, when 
he commenced an exteusive system of swindling opera- 
tions. From Mr. C. B. Hateb, of No, 105 Broadway, 
he obtained $70 worth of clothe; from Mr. Jesse Laue, 
No, 174 Bowery, « loan of $50; from Cohen & Kos: 
seau, Dey street, a watch and chaia worth §70; frou 
Messre. C. 8, Kobiazon & G. H. Farney, loans of $20 
each; from Benedict, Hall & Co., Park ‘place, a lot of 
boote aud shoes; from Braff & Bro., firearms val 
at $135; from many others, many invoices of goods 
equal in value, and eqnally unpaid-for. The case 
wae given into the hands of the Detectives, who s 
ceeded about a fortnight ago in tracing the Colonel to 
a hotel in Fulton street, where they lost sight of hia 
Recently learning that he was in Brooklyn, they re 
paired thither, aud while walking Myrile avenue they 
Baw a pereon Advance Who answered the Colonel's de- 
ion. Stepping up quite near to the individaal 
one of them guid, “How are you Colonel?” upon 
which he turned about and replied, “ Quite well, I 
thank you.” Satislied in reference to their mun, they 
politely informed bis that Le would have to accompany 
them to the Station-Honse, to which he at first de- 
murred, thinking it was 4 joke, but, after an ansueovss- 
fal attempt to gain the ‘conlidence” of the officers, 
was conducted to headquarters and accommodated with 
acell.

that he gold the wool ontright to plaintiffs and that it 
Was not agale on commission. The suit was com- 
menced in 1850 by J. Whipple Jenkins, then of Ver- 
non, attorney for Perkins & Brown; Timothy Jen- 
kins was tho counsel; the caze was referred to Jadge 
Dean; the trisl of the case occupied thirty-seven duya; 
the referee reported in favor of tho plaintifl, and the 
defendant appealed. During the pendency of this ap- 
, and which has not yet been argued, Perkins has 
fuiled, and his assignee was substituted in his atead;

respect for tae uneqnal-d, and, in theze days of econo- 
mists and calculators, romantic sacrifice he has made 
on the altar of honesty. His father was noted, when 
Marquis of Chandos and member for Buckinghamshire 
in the House of Commons, aa leader par excellence 
of the agricultural interest. His princely palace of 
Stowe, his immense landed poest ssions, bia Parliament- 
ary influence haying the commund of five seate, and 
his descent from the Plantagenets, seemed to mark him 
ont as the most fitting leader of the country gentlemen 
of imgland, and they onal occasions gathered with 
hearty loyalty round bis plame. It was a goodly eight 
to eee him, on his motion for the repeal of the Malt 
Tax each Session, go into che lobby backed by some 
hundred and fifty lasty equires, “the Manneraes, and 
the Lennoxes, aud the stont heart of Mr, Buck of 
Devon, and the pleweant, presence of Walter Long.” 
After his accession to the title of Dake of Backiog- 
ham, which occorred on the desth of his father in 


1839, he was induced to accept a seat in the Cabinet of 
Sir Robert Peel, on its formation on the overthrow of 


Lord John Rageell’s Administration in 1841, He did 


not, however, long remain in the Government, having 
resigned in congequence of eome concessions made 
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by Sir Robert Peel to Canadian intereate 
qhich he deemed inconsistent with his principles of 
protection to home prodace. Not long after came the 
catastrophe which led to the fall of this noble Euglish 
honse. In bis thirst principally for the acquisition of 
increased landed property, he borrowed large sums of 
money st uenrious interest, which planged him into a 
sea of debt and difficulty. To redeem bis father from 
thie condition and rescue the honor of his house, the 
present Murquis, on reaching the ago of 21, joined pee 
Duke in outting off the entail, and thas rendering the 
whole property liable for the dobta. The conseqaenc> 
yas the memorable sale of Stowe, which attracted par 
chasers from every part of Europe, and also of tho 
princely hereditary estates. Whot gave @ moro 
melancholy character even to this wreck, was the cir- 
comstance that but a short time previoas she Dake 
bad received at Stowe the Quesn, his sovereign, with a 
splendor of hospitality and baronial magniticance, whieh 
had never been equaled in the elden time. Since the 
ruin of his house, the Duke has abandoned himself to 
the most diesipated courses, haviog been more than once 
brought bi foro the Police Court for inebriety. In oon- 
sequence of theee horrible excesses, howover brought 
on, the Duchees, who waa a daaghter of the Marquis 
of Bresdalbane, obtained a divorce from the Dako in 
1850, If a career, however, of singular purity and 
honor, and of untiring industry aud avle administra 
tion of tho different departmonts over which 
he has been placed, can medeem the iufumy 
of his father, and compensate for the loss of 
wealth and hereditary possessions, tho Marquis of 
Chandos has effected both, Thero iano English noble- 
man attho present moment who commands, in a higher 
degree, the respect and admiration of the British pub- 
lic, Lord Chandos served as Lord of the Treasury 
under the firat administration of Lord Derby, with dis- 
tinction. Mr. Diaracli haying taken occasion, in his 
great dying apeech on the badget, to acknowledge the 
obligation of the Government to him for his services. 
His admirable business habits snd administrative ca- 
pacity, recommended him to the Directors of the Lon- 
don and Birmingham Railway for the chairmanship of 
the line on the retirement of the late Gen. Anson, and 
he bas eince presided over that powerful and important 
corporation, The Marquis is but thirty-seven years 
old, and wos married in 1851, to the danghtor of Robort 
Harvey of Langley Park, Backingham, by whom bo 
has eevoral ohildren.

Mr, Disraeli, Sir G. Grey, and Lord Glenelg, 00 re- 
tirement from the Cabinet. There are five pensions of 
£5,000 s-year to ex-Lord Chancellors, and six of 
£3,500 to English ex-jadges and an ex-Vice-Chancel- 
lor. There is a very long list of compensations charged 
upon the Consolidated Fund, some of them remarkable 
for tho length of time they have been paid, for among 
the beneficiaries are the doorkeeper and honsemaid of

bas £4,028 sopually for being deprived of the oitles of 
keeper of the hanager, aud Lord Avonmore £4,200 aa 
retired principal registrar of the Irish Court of Chan- 
cery.

its Government, because its people are negroes. 

IU. Natives ond lifelong residents of our coun- 
try who have education, culture, character, probi- 
ty, fortune, and eocial consideration in othor lands, 
ask our Goveroment to give them pnseports 
evabling them to travel in foreign climes, and are 
flatly refueed—because they are negroes. 

IV. They take paesoge in British steamships to 
cross the Atlontic, avd are denied the common 
privileges of decently behaving human beings, for 
which they haye contracted and psid—not that the 
owners or mavagers of those vessels choose to 
moke this odious and unjust discrimination—not 
that their Britich or other European passengers 
insist on it—but simply that the American passen- 
gors will have it—because these proscribed fellow- 
passengers are negroes, 

Y. Everywhere it is insisted that negroes—no 
matter how educated, how intellectual, how dis- 
tinguished for moral worth and good works—must 
be proscribed and hunted from all association on 
terms of equality with White Americans—because 
they are negroes 

—In full view of these notorious, undeniable 
facts, o Statistical Congross is assembled in Lon-

NORTH CAROLINA, 

‘The Whig party has been somo years dead in 
tho “Old North Stato;” tho Amorican party 
never was strong there, though it élected four ofthe 
eight Members of Congres Inst year, by small 
majorities, while the Democratic majorities in the 
remaining Districta wore overwhelming. Since 
1852, when Clingman went over, and Pierce barely 
carried it, it has been Democratio by over 10,000 
majority—Brogg (Dem.), having 12,594 for 
Governor in '56, and Buchanan, on a lighter vote, 
11,360 for President. Ellis, the preseat Gevernor, 
carried it by 16,257 in'58, but that was no test, his 
oppopont, MoRae, being also a Democrat. 

If the Opposition have gained in the recent con- 
test, they owe it purely to their candidate for Goy- 
ernor, John Pool, who mado his battle on the 
single issue of taxing Slaves like other property. 
‘As yet, in this ae in all or moat other Slave States, 
the taxes borne by slave property are very far be- 
low those imposed on everything else. Mfr. Pool 
struck for a change in this respect, and for fair and 
equal taxation on all property; and, though he is 
probably beaten, he has polleda better yote by 
5,000 than be would otherwise have done, and 
revolutionized several important counties, including 
Wake, the metropolitan, which has seldom gone 
Oppositien till now. Wo expect to hear of further 
guins at the West, where few slaves are held, 
though not enough to elect Pool. He has touched 
a chord, however, which is certain to respond, 
The reform he demanda will be carried—over 
Democratic ascendoney if not by it—and it will 
extend to over-taxed Virginia and other States. 
Mr. Pool will be heard from hereafter. 

‘As to the Presidency, North Carolina will voto 
for Breckinridge. There is not a single outapoken 
Douglas journal in the State, and hardly one 
Douglas wan. It is doubtful whether a Douglas 
Electoral Ticket can be made up. Nor are there 
Douglas men enough in the State to give it to Bell. 
Its vote may as well be posted up in the Breckin- 
ridge column.

THE BLACKBIED FLEET. 

There ia only one branch of commerce which 
seenms not to participate in the general revival of 
trade, at this moment, in this port, to that degree 
which was to be expected. ‘Tho foreign slave- 
trade bas not been so brisk for the Inet week or 
two oa thero was reason to suppose it would be, 
judging from tho list, of clearances for tho first six 
‘months of the year, which we published not long 
since. Not that it is dead by any moans. Not 
long since, the bark Louisa cleared for St. Jago, 
which place, or its neighborhood, she may visit 
vin Africa, witha cargo of negroes; and there is 
loading now—with our respects to Marshal Ryn- 
dors—at Pier No, 45, East River, a hip called the 
Ben Morgan, or some similar name, which is un- 
doubtedly intended for the slave-trade. It is pre- 
tended that she is bound to Cape Town, and , that 
hererrand is to act asa tender to whalers. But 
sho is taking on board a cargo such ug best finds o 
market at the mouth of the Congo, in exchange for 
slayea; and such, undoubtedly, is hor destina- 
tion, 

‘Any slackness in trade here is certainly not 
owing to spy want of demand elsewhere. The 
brig William R. Kirby, whose clearance at this 
port in January we announced in the list just ro- 
ferred to, arrived at Key West on the 24th ult., in 
possession of a prize crew from the United States 
ship Crusader, haying been picked up at sea aban- 
doued. Of course, her voyage had been accom- 
plished, and she is supposed to have landed in Cuba 
300 negroes. Anybody waa welcome to her after 
that, us sho thenceforward could be only a 
dangerous possesion to tho owners. On the 30th 
of June, an American bark was burned not far 
from Trividad, Cuba, after having Innded a cargo 
of 450 Africans, all of whom were publicly sold in 
the streets of Trinidad for the round sum of $650 
each. We shall soon henr, no doubt, of others of 
the New-York fleet landing their cargoes. 

Either they have grown more quiet or less 
enterprising of late in this city, in getting off these 
yessels, The probability is that thoir proceedings 
bave attracted more attention than is agreeable, 
and they are disposed for a time to try their cner-

THE ECLIPSE IN LABRADOR, 


‘The Coast Survey Expedition to Labrador, to ob- 
eorye the eclipse of July 18, which was total there, re- 
turped just in timo tomake ita report to the Association 
for the Advancement of Science on the last day of ite 
meeting. The litle eteawer of the expedition put into 
Newport, where the Acsociation was sitting, nud, with 
ber freight of astronomers, waa recelyed with the 
beartiest enthusiasm. Py of. Bache, on the ovening of 
Ler arrival, gave an entertainment to hor officers and 
scientific corps, at which nearly all the members ef the 
Association were present, and next morniog—Wednes- 
day of this week—tho meeting of tho Association was 
fitly closed by the following acconnt of the expedition, 
given by Prof. Alexander of Princeton College, who 
was Chief of the Corps of Obeervors. Additional in~ 
terest was given to this account by the fact that Prof. 
Alexander was the President of tho Association last 
year: 

1 fecl overcome, ladies and gentlemen, by the kindly 
reception we bave met, from the moment we set our 
feet on ebore, to an extent it is not enay to express. 
We'bave come from a laud of monumental desolation 
into the midst of friends and social intercourse and de- 
lightful converse, and if my ideas should not be quite 
clear, I beg you will pardon me under euch interesting 
circumstances. You are well aware that the obaerya- 
tion of the total eclipse of 1860, at a point near the 
coust of Labrador, wus uudertaken under the patronage 
of the Coast Survey. I was the homblo agent of 
carry ing ont the ideas of the Superintendent—that is, 
my associates and myself; for though tho expedition 
badan ostensible head, that did not imply superiority 
on tho part of any. We were to place ourselves a8 
hear us porsible to the line of the Central Bclipss, 
and this morning I am to state to you as briefly 
#é possible how we selected our station, and 
Ayhat we saw When wo got there. Nevor in my wild- 
cat dreams have I seen such scones of <randeur aa wo 
saw when bearing our destination. For the last fifty 
niles, an unbroken chain of mountains, seemingly 
formed of cast-iron, réze beyond the limite of arbor- 
ercont vegetation, ‘patches of snow still lingering on 
their eastern side, from which there came down to us a 
sensible ebill. But what discouraged me more than all 
vwis at the base of that long barricr, - ‘Though tho day 
yaa clear overhead, slong that barrior alopt a bed of 
miet, held there under the inexorable law of condenaa- 
tion dy the moustaine themselves, And when we ar- 
rived at our latitude, and were trying to find 
some little | opening through which we could 
enter, we looked Upon these towering masses 
4000’ fect high. How we were to get on the pla- 
teau wae not mavifest at all. But there wus that 
mist. “It was a beautifal illostration of the laws of 
moisture; but, ob, it had no rainbow abont it, and all 
the preparations that had been made so carefully, and

—The canning escape of Colonel J. Buchanan Cross, 
the notorious forger, from the clatches of the law, is 
recorded by the Philadelphia papora of Saturday. The 
morning of that day was fixed for his trial on o charge 
of bis profeesional crime, and Mr. Porter, a tipstave of 
the Court of Quarter Sessions, waa sent to Moyamen- 
ging prison to fetch him. Ho procared a hack, and, 
with the prisoner, was on his way to Court, when 
Cross asked to be permi'ted to stop, to eee about his 
trunks, at a restaurant in the southern section of tho 
city. At first the officer refased to violate the rules, 
‘but was finally persuaded by the Colonel's suave ox- 
preasiona, and the t vo together ywent op into an apart- 
ment with tho sbuttore of its windows closed. The 
forger asked the tipstave to oblige by opening them. 
‘Tho tipstave was kindenongh, and while ho was rais- 


ing the eal, tho Presidoat’s osmeaake slipped out, 
locked the door upon the law, and descanding to tho 
yard, knocked a tnb of wet clothes from a chnir, 
mounted it and the fence, and was seon by the 
sgonized Porter (who bad nobly kicked a pauel out of 
the door of his prison, and pureved his jailer), driving 
rapidly off ina York wagon. The unlucky tipstave was 
severely reprimanded by the Coart, and suspended 
from his position, to awatt farther action, at tho same 
time calling upon bim to use every exertion to remedy 
his carelessness. Crosa is a brilliaut rascal, has 
operated largely in both the Old andtho New World 
and was living guyly in a Southern city, with a fast 
female fiend aud other loxuriea about him, when ar-

THE CROPS. 


= 

Wo are now upon the threshold of the most critical 
season of the yenr, and as yet no one, except it be in 
the most vague and uncertain manner, can prognoati- 
cate oither the yield of crops or their probubls value in 
the Fall. Angnat is regarded ia Grent Britain as of all, 
the most critical month; and upon its temperaturs aud 
meteorology depend the aggregate yield of coreals, and 
their market price, For this reason: Over thore, the 
moist climate does not permit of housing the grain aa 
oon aa cnt, 60 tho sheaves are leftin cock for a loog 
timeto insure perfect onring. They arethen built up into 
Jarge stacks in the field which are well thatched, and 
from Which the grain ia uenally throshed direct. An- 
gust ia tho harvest month, aud of coareo if tho entting 
ip delayed—as it is this year—fora fortnight, threo 
weeks, or even a mouth, the shocked grain is exposed 
to oli the cold, damp nights, sudden showers, or long 
cold storms of an English September. Thus it often 
happens that before a really first-rate wheat crop cau 
be threabed and housed it will have bean damaged ten, 
tweuty, or, inextreme cases, fifty per cent. Apply 
this rale tothe whole kingdom, ond it will be seen 
that to enter into speculation as to the British grain 
crop, at least hefore we receive the advices of the 20th 
of August, ig sheer nonsense. ‘ 

‘There are, however, certain fundamental priociples, 
by astady of which wecan gain general ideas upon 
this eubject, For instance: we know that there has 
been iu Great Britain a bad Winter, a bad Spring, and 
a very unfaycrable Jone. An unusual amount of 
rain bus fallen, and great damage bas been done to 
grain and grass by tbis avd the many successive weeks 
of cold weuther. It, is fair to couot ona diminished 
yield; for, althongh there had been a favorable change 
in the weather, at last advices, it bas come too late to 
save the crop from mach Joss,“ The soil,” says The 
Mark Lane Express, “ cepecial'y heavy land in low 
places, is comparatively waterlogged, though bound 
on the surface, Potatoes haye no strength; neiher 
mangelworzel. Wheat very elowly advances on the 
best coils, und looks hopeless on the worst, a8 is the 
caze with barloy; and there is no time now for tiller- 
ing or inereos2. But this makes it the more important 
that the fine weather should last till harvest is over, as 
an abundant yield, ander the most favorable circum- 
stances, is impossible,” 

England most, therefore, mzke up her deficiency by 
importations. Where can she get the grain she needs ? 
Not from Fyance; for Franco bas lees than an average 
crop, and no grain to epare, Not from Germany; nor 
from the Danube, She may get eome from Sonthern 
Russia, for we learn thst the story of locust ravages 
yas mach exaggerated and an unusually fine crop is 
expected. Bat sbe cau get wlland more than she wants 
from the United States, if we may credit our acoounts 
from almost every quarter of the country. How mach 
grain we will have to spare, or she will need, no mor- 
tal man can tell jast now (swith all respect be it spoken 
to the elaborators of formidable etatistics), und we 


mnst wait until September to know whether it will 


pay us to ship from Chicago to Liverpool. 
Farmer should romoembor tneee general lawa of 


demand snd supply. England is our great customer 
for breadstaifs. If England has a very short crop, and 
we avery short one tov, famine prices will provail. 
If che has a very short crop, aud wea very largo one, 
average prices rule. If both have yery large crops, 
prices go down. And they go lower and lower aa the 
harvests of both countries are exuberant, The whole 
thing lies in put-shell; and if farmers sill only re- 
member these timplo rules, they will eave themselves 
mach dicappointment, By looking at ths advices re- 
coived by each iacoming steamer, and the reports in 
American agricultural and commercial papers,’ thoy 
can always make aebrewd gu 
income. We epeak, of coarse, aa if all our country 


as to their probable 


readers took al least one agricnitaral paper; for a far- 
mer without a farmer's paper is ike a coach without 
wheel:—incapabls of proper progress.

The accounte from Ireland, which have all along

Freeman's Journal that the crop ia both healthy and 
large. 

In parte of Vermont, near Lake Champlain, the 
dronth bas been very severe; eo much go, that we 
know of one farmer who got only two tuns of bay 
from 35 acres, 

In a good part of Maine, too, the heat has been'ox- 
cessive. and the grass crop ehortened; but a corre- 
spondent, writing from Oxford Co., Maine, says hay 
ja two-thirds of a crop, und the qnality extra, All 
Kinde of grains are good, but potatooe suffer for want 
of rain. Corn is backward, owing to dry cold 
weather, If they bave a warm and wet August, corn 
will be good, and the Fail feed, with the extra straw 
and corn fodder, will make up the deficiency of the 
hay crop. ‘The apple crop is large. 

In regard to the crops in Cunada, a local paper atatea 
that althongh their present appearance is generally 
satisfactory in several places, the Fall whent has been 
more or lees injured by the midge. The Spring crops 
ue represented aa being more or leas promising. There 
bas been no rust, aud the Fall wheat is now safe from 
that scourge. 

Going to the western end of the Grand Trauk we 
find the etate of thinge in Michigan as promising as it 
yas several weeks ago. In fact we might eay more;

SUCCESSION OF BRILLIART OVATIONS. 


————— » 
Grand Ball, Regatta and Fireworks, 
——— 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
Haurax, Nova-Scotia, Monday Evening, July 00, 1860. 

Like the wonder-working Knight in the fairy tale, 
‘whose advent roused the dwellers in the castle from 
their century of sleep, the Prince of Wales, bringing 
freeh youth and brightness and promise of good-will 
and benefits to theee Colonies, hss stirred them from a 
rtagnation which, within the memory of men, bad not 
before becn ebiken. The old lenguor, the lethargy, 
the monotony of dollness, heve ulh vanished, for a 
while, at least, before the newly-wukened reso- 


Tation which ecems to animate each loyal and 
Provincial heart, The cities shine with 
splendor of embellisument, which the people 


Tand nevor dreamed themselves cupable of producing. 
The towns sre tremulous with an excitement hitherto 
anknown, and the villages flatter, more modcety, por- 
aps, bnt with not less putriolic ferver. A sense of 
vigor, unprecedented and amuziog, pervades the land. 
‘The citizens are elated with the conzciousness of ener- 
gies bofore auenepected, and now first actively devel- 
oped. ‘The Provinces, it is proved, have life within 
them. Long silent, they bave as last-spoken, A cho- 
rus of particalar joyfulness echoes throughout their 
space. Torpor flies at the Prince's coming, and « gloz- 
fal (umult every where swaile bis approach. 

Jn Nova-Scotia, at thie moment, the public spirit is 
most effectively demonstrated. ‘The Prince is here, in 
the poseeseion of Hulifax. The entbusissm is great, 
falthongh the outbureta of this morning havo now sub- 
sided into calmer expreseions of eatisfaction. It is the 
‘satiety of successful enterprise. Kor many weeks the 
Dusiest preparations, into which much public money 
and the entire public heart were anseservedly thrown, 
foretold how cagorly the Royal guest's arrival was 
Yooked forward to, Hulifax, like a fuded aud too 
Jong neglectful beauty, regained by dainty and 
expensive artifice: a temporary air of brilliancy, 
and with profuse adornments concealed the grow- 
ing moldiners of her exterior. The holiday 
decorations were long considered and carefully 
prepared. By the Provincial Government, a liberal 
appropriation was youchsafed for their. construction. 
The city, too, devoted £1,000 to the reariug of arches 
‘and the encouragement of public feeling. Tho etreets 
were epanned at various points with akeloton symbols 
of welcome, which quickly gathered to thomaslyca ey- 
ergreens and flage, and which now shine in all the 
splendor of rich decoration, cloquent inscrip- 
tioh, and eparkling illumination. ‘The Prov- 
4nce House, amplified and distended by archi- 
tectural appliances, foretold a aro degree of 
fectivily. Legislative voices were lashed within 
‘ts halls, and the clatter of the carpenter's hammer was 
the only sound to be distinguished. Embellishments of 
original desiga und gracious purport every where arcsc. 
Quickened by the warning of the Prince's arrival at 
Newfoundland, the arrangements wore urged forward 
with renewed rapidity. Gradually thé banners were 
unfolded, the paints wero dried, and the, wrinkles of 
Public anxiety were emoothea. Out of the tumult of 
preparation order appeared. The scene was eet, and 
the curtain made ready to be lifted for theentrance of 
Prince and pageant, to the inspiring music of popalar 


freehment line macle inordinate preparations, 
were certainly encouraged with liberality. 

galesmen secured notoriety for their wares by 
ingenious public _advertisemente, with — loyal 
sentimenta profuecly iiterapereed, ‘The newspapers 
teemed with ollicial proc).amations referring to tho an- 
ticipated ovent, and were daily flooded with rhymed 
tribates of greeting, and with profound suggestions 
from consiant readera, beariug upon the judicious dis- 
position of affairs, At one pariod, a speck of difference 
was discerned. Parties were discatisied with certain 
of the arrangements, and impngoed their propriety in 
fone ect of tri-weekly journals, Other parties repelled 
the attacka, with ridicule or wrath, iu snother eet of 
tri-weekly jonrnale. ‘Third parties came forward io 
semi-weekly journals, to restore tranquillity, bat fuiled 
of complete succezs. The weekly jonrnals likewise 
remonetrated in behalf of fourth parties, and a ill pasi- 
fication ecemed doubtfal. The question of dispute, 
though at first trivial, oxpanded into menacing propor- 
tions, It wasa point of dignity raised by the gentle- 
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Tzun of tho voantecr corps, who had detected a desir 
on tho part of the Managing Committos to undervalue 
their officers sa compared with those of the 
regolar army. Their officera had been uobon- 
ored with  invitetiona to the royal ball at 
the Province House, and were even divconraged from 
cheriching tho hopo that invitations might oncno. 
‘Therefore, notbing was left for them but to frown upon 
and repreach the Managing Committeo, and all their 
works, which they did, day after day. with undis- 
guieed eeverity. 

Tow the contending factions were harmonized, and 
how the unessy minds were restored to ways of 
pleasantness, it was not easy to determine, It is cer- 
tain, howover, tbat, before the day of the Prince's ur- 
rival, eudden sentiments of unavimity scomed to have 
been everywhere adopted. By Saturday night the 
preporations were mostly finished. On Sunday tho 
city rested from ita labors, and speculated upon the 
impending jubilee. Tho people rejoiced greatly, and | 
not without reagon, over their decorative splendors, 
and were quite definnt in challenging comparisons 
with all that bad sever been acoomplished in 
a timilar way by republican commanities, 
Ou Monday—a public holiday by olficiul decree 
as well aa by popular determination—slosp waa 
‘was abandoned at-the earliest honr, Tho announce: 
mont of the Prince's approach was not long delayed. 
Excureionists poeseeeed themselves of numerous steam: 
outs and lighter craft, sud the harbor was soon 
aprinkled with yeeeela of all dimensions, tending to- 
ward the in-coming fleet, with a view to the advan- 
tageous discbarge of the enthusiaam with which they 
ywere principally laden. About 9 o'clock three ships of 
the squadron—the Hero, Ariadne, and Flying Fish— 
met these first messengera of welcome, Upon the 
deck of the Hero, at whose mainmast the Prince's 
standard was flying, many forms brilliantly arrayed 
wore ceon moving here and thers, but the object of 
every gaze, it was soon found, was not of these, Plain- 
ly dressed in black, tho Priues stepped to the standing 
rigging, and, lifting hia bat, acknowledged the ealata- 
tions which were lavished from every little boat that 
passed near him. 

Surrounded by its oxtemporived retinue, the squad- 
ron steamed ewiftly up the harbor. "The shores were 
active with signals of grecting, avd the flags, waving 
cheerfully for avghile, were precently obscured by the 
emoke which arose from the heavy discharges of can- 
non at every battery. With brighter weathor—for 
rain fell at intervals, and a dull mist overhung the city 
all the while—the display wonld haye Incked no ele- 
ment of imposing effect. 

‘The wharves, as the equadron glided by, were cov- 
ered, but not thickly, with curious cbeervers. A 
larger multitude had aseembled near tho citadel upon 
the highest point within the city, whenee a more gen- 
eral view was afforded. The citadel iteelf was com- 
pletely arched with fags. The housetops in every 
quarter were hidden by the decorationa with which 
they were overspread. ‘The ships-of-war avvaiting the 
Prince at the Navy-Yard—tho Nile, Cadmus, and Val- 
orons—were radiantly bedeched. Lines of flags, 
utretebing from bosweprit over the masts to the extreme 
stern, encircled each as if with rainbowe. When the 
Hero drow near, salutea resounded, and, at the ordor, 
the rigging thickened with meu, Precariouely psrobed, 
to a Jandeman’s eyo, the wind shaking their loose 
white jackets as they stood erect aloug the yards and 
threatening the safety of their broad etraw hate, they 
cheered and cheered with 88 much abandonment as if 
the comforts of their sitation were supreme, 

Sweeping gracefully around to their moorings, the 
ships anchoyed at abont 10 ofclock, clozo together, just 
offthe Navy-Yard. The Prince and his snito did not 
Jand wntil noon. While they’ yet remained on board 
the Hero, a parcel of Indian canoes, filled with the 
lingering representatives of the Mic Mnc tribe, 
paddled slongside, and offered their special homage. 
They were not comfortable looking creatures, these 
few survivors of a fading race. Stolid and void of ex- 
pression, their countenanecs gave indication of nothing 
dnt ignorance and wrotchadneas. Not ono faco was 
lighted with the dimmest opark ofintelligence, Even the 
fantartio pictureequeness of the Indian sostame wus 
wanting, and a queer medley of round silk bats, 
beaded ehirte, tattered troweere, bonnd with gandy 
Fibbone, sfiile conta, and bright red moccassing, made 
up their dreee, ‘There were abont eixty alto- 
gether. Among them was a newly chosen chief, 
js man whoee fair complexion and ruddy whisker 
at once betrayed his Anglo-Saxon origin, He waa 
a shiewd tricketer, who, keenly ecenting opportani- 
ties of profit, had gained admission to the councils 


of the tribo, built him a wigwam, aad given his 
talenta to the fabrication of Indian drugs, in the eale of 
which he now drives a flourishing businces, 

‘At12 o'clock, the Navy-Yard beingalready filled with 
thoee who were to perform the ceremonies ef formal 
welcome, and with 60 many of the popnlace as could 
secure admission, the Prince, accompanied by his im. 
mediate enito, proceeded to the lundiog-place, the 
cannon of the fleet giving a second ealute. He was 
received upon the eteps of the wharf by Rear-Admiral 
Milne, and led forward to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Province, Lord Mulgrave, ear whom 
he stood during the delivery of the ad- 
dress from the city, and while reading 
bis own reply. Even at this firat and hasty view, tho 
Prince was singularly preposccesing. Of all who 
now eaw him for the first time, not one but was 
agrecably impressed, With extreme delicacy and reg- 
nisrity of featnre, thorough refinement in expression, 
and a countenance the natural animation of which was 
probably bightened by the excitement of the moment} 
with unaffected dignity of manner, and a gracefulnces 
of bearing, that ehowed itself even in the brief pas- 
sage to the spot assigned forhis reception, he needed 
few other cluims to win the most cordial acclamations 
of his welcomers. He was dressed in the uniform of 
a Colonel of the Guarde—a ecarlet coat, black trow- 
sere, and hat wish plume. He wore also the broad 
ribbon of the Garter. Ercet and well formed, this 
costume was greatly in bis favor. All pereons were 
strnck by the youthfalness of his appearance, for 
which the knowledge of hie prec'se ago seemed not to 
have prepared them, As he stood listening to the 
reading of the address, with undisturbed composure, 
and in easy attitude, be looked as handzome a young, 
English gentleman as the most zeslous. of his provia- 
cial well-wishers could baye desired to find bim. 

His face is not anlike the Queen's, aa we haye it rep- 
reeented in portraite, and the forehead and chin are atill 
lees prominent. His bairis light, and hia complexion 
very fair. His eye ie brightand keen, The other fea- 
tures are large, bnt not ill-formed, and the mouth is 
peculiarly expressive of quickness to mirth. The beat 
likeneee I baye ecen of him is a eteel engraving which 
necompanied a recent number of a London illustrated 
paper, Zhe News of the World, which is admirably 
perfect. A large wood-ont in Frank Leslie's Newspa- 
per, which has juet reached this place, is also excellont 
in every detail, excopting that the month is too hard 
avd compressed, In general effect, this likeness ia very 
accurate, 

As coon aa the Recorder of Talifax ceased reading, 
the Prince reccived from the Dake of Ne yeastle his 
answering addres, which he read in n lov tone, diz- 
tinetly and with earnestocsa, Immediately after he 
hud closed, be mounted his horse. and rode slowly 
away, aliended by the Dake of Newesstle Lord St. 
Germain, Gen. Brace, Lord Mu'grave, and Gen. Trol- 
lope, with other ofiicers of the army. Tho Judges 
of the Supreme Conrt of Nova-Scotia, tho 
officers of the Government, and ths membera of 
the Provincial Parliament followed. The etreets were 
lined from the gate of the Dock-Yard to the Govern- 
ment House by the regularand tho volunteer troops, 
tho fire companies, and by variona charitable, tempor- 
ance, and other societies. All along tho route the 
houses wero dreesed in frosh snits of overgreon, and 
flowery arches were thrown acroes the way nt. almost 


every corner. ‘Tho public buildings were faced with 
ivecriptions, all warmly pstriotic, and all appropriate, 
excupting those of the hotels, which should bare bees 
« ite enters here abandons hope,” but were not. 


‘The display would have been fine in any city, and in 
Holitax was regarded acan anexampled marvel. It 
was certainly vastly superior, excepting as a military 
show, to the ngnal pageantries of the United Siaes. 
‘The exterior adornments were arranged with excellent 
tuete, end were co profuse that every building seemed 
yereathed with flowers, and every thoronghfare 
ttrewn with garlands. A spectacle of raro beenty 
yen offered at the general parade ground, \here, 
pon a rising platform the echool children of the 
city, guily dressed, and bearing banners and noze- 
goye, eat and aang together a song of greeting aa the 
Prines moved by. The crowde, which would bays 
oen larger, had the weather threatened less, coutinnally 
shouted and cheered, but with lees desperate muuifesta- 
tions of enthnsiasm than onr American custom haa 
come to demand on similar occasions, Tt sometimes 
appeared as if the public delight were 
tho expression of eclf-gratulution at 
realized an ambitions project, and achieved, 
a long-desired trinmph, than any fervent 
acknowlodgment of bomage to the possible fature gov- 
eycign of the Province. The determination, indeed, to 
recognize the Prince eapecially ns the messenger of the 
Queen, rather than in his own title, waa in many ways 
intimated, ‘ Matrie Carissime Fili” was the letter of 
many legends emblazoned over the highways, and the 
spirit of all; and n newspaper poet, professing to pro- 
claim the sentimente of the people, eang:

aa was certainly pnehing caution to the extremest 
imit. 

The Prince and hie suite were lodged at Government 
Honzo, the residence of Lord Mulgrave, tho greater 
portion of which was given up for their accommoda 
tion. The apartments were spacious and elegant, and 
similar, in many respects, to those of most of the 
suburban residences sround New-York, Ornaments 
and curiosities characteristic of the region—moose- 
horns, fore, and so forth—were dispoeed abont. Seme 
little Indian trinkets, too, a cigar case of bark and 
colored straw, and a work-box timilarly fashioned, 
which bad been bronght a few days before to 
Lady Mulgrave by a yonthfal Mic Mac squaw, 
with the request that they might be offered for the ac~ 
ceplance of the’ Prince, were rendy for him. The 
incident would have been pretty enough, but fora 
hint, fortively ineinuated, that a remnnerative acknowl- 
edgment would be preferred to any other. 

Upon arriving at Government Honse, the Prinee 
listened to a second address, from the Executive Coun- 
cil of Nova-Scotia, and briefly responded, An unfor- 
tonate and unexpected scene is reported us having here 
occurred, In consoquenco of cortain political disagrao- 
ments in the Province, quite vivlevt at this time, as in- 
aced at almost all times, a leader of the Opposition bad 
propared an address of griovance to the Prince, and 
had eooght permission to read it at the moment of his 
reception st Government House. This, it is said, bad 
been distinctly rofueed him; bat with a boldnees for 
which nobody was prepared, he ceme suddenly for- 
yard, and without announcement of avy kind, started 
upon the recital of his wrongs ina very determined 
manner, and was only indaced to desist by the inter- 
yention of come of bia own political agsociates, Tho 


crowd abont the Prince waa so great that it was im-, 


possible to got a fair viow of the proceedings; but this 
was the exact courge of the event, according to reports 
fiom every eide, 

At the dinner to-day, abont fifty gueats were present, 
including some American gentlemen, among them 
Mayor Lincoln of Boston, who vicited Halifax with 
the purpose of offering to tho Princo the hospitalities of 
his city, during hie young Highneesce's visit to Masea- 
cbueetta, 

This evening, in spite of rain and fogs, the city is 
generally iMlumiated. Of course, the expected effect 
is injured, though not entirely destroyed. The ignition 
of n lot of paper in a atationer’s warehouse promised an 
addition of rather a startling character, but, although 
no alarm was sonnded—the Fire-Wardens having re- 
golyed in conneil that no such interruption should inter- 
fore with the pleasores of the Prince's visit, excepting 
inthe moat dangerous case—the extra display was 
suppressed by public consent. 

Haxirax, Tueeday ovening, July 21, 1860. 

A bright and clear morning gave promise of a largor 
indulgences in the holiday festivities than was posalble 
yesterday; although, in some respecte, larger indal- 
gence was not at all desirable, It became evident last 
evening that comething more thau cutbusiaem moved 
the minds of a considerable portion of Hulifax. There 
yas great uncertainty as to the performanco of the 
most necessary dutice. Hacknen were vague of 
purpose, and the hotels sank another degreo in dis- 
comfort—which no man bad deemed possible. The 
newepapera were forced to suepend publication, and 
even the prompt appearance of The Royal Gazetle 
Extraordinary was considered doubtfal. Thia laet 
calomity was, however, averted by tho personal ox- 
ertions of a lending member of the Government, who, 
resuming for a little time # long-foreaken vocation, set 
vigorously to work with stick and rule, and promptly 
eapplied the deficient column. 

‘The earliest incident of the eocond holiday, was a 
review by the Prince of the regular troops and volun- 
teers, which took place at 11 o'clock, upon the com- 
mon bebind the Citadel, The grounds were surround- 
ed by lines of open carriages, mostly filled with Indios, 
‘and by a considerable crowd of spectators on foot. 
‘The reviow was remarkable for the rare superiority of 
Grill chown by the regnlars, and for the ovidences of 
proficioncy already attained by the volunteers, not- 
withstanding their very recent organization. The 
Prince appeared as before, in uniform, and, for the 
second lime, Won much admiration for his elegant and 
quiet horsemanship. 

This evening was devoted to the ball at the Prov- 
ince House, the event of principal intorcat and import- 
ance in the eycs of the Halligoninns. Tt was truly a 
charming auccess. Temporary wings of ample dimen- 
gions hd been erected for the occasion, in which the 
ball and enpper rooms wore fitted oat with much skill, 
All the decorations were in exccllent taste, The walls 
und ceiling were covered with light-colored draperies, 
and al prominent points siandards, with ehort insorip 
tions and ehields bearing names of eminent natives of 
Nova-Scotia, Belcher, the Arctic explorer, Donald 
McKay, the ebip-builder, the historian Haliburton 
and othera, were conspicuously diplayed. ‘The corri- 
dors and étaircagos Were thick with evorgreens and 
flowera, from among which little fountains burst forth, 
freshening the atmosphere, aud rippling musically 
through the ebaded paseages. Abnndant light was 
supplied by a lavish multiplication of gas jets. 

"Phe feativities bogan at 10 o'clock, with the appear- 
ance of the Prince, whose coming was heralded by a 
very long member of Government rashing tragivally 
into tho hall, and describing frantic bieroglypbica in 
the air with a white wand, a3 a warning to the band, 
‘The Prince entered with Lady Mulgrave upon his arm, 
and was followed by the persons of his suite. With 
stern porsistence, the company then resolved itself into 
a huge semi-circle, and concentrated its stare upon the 
royal guest, until curiosity was thoroughly satiated. 
‘Tho ball wae at onc opened. After dancing with Lady 
Mulgrave, the Prineo choee for bis partners eome of 
the prettiest of the Halifax belles—and there is certain- 
ly an unaccountable amouat of fresh beauty in thi 
weather-beaten old city—who, timorous and confused 
with a conse of their sudden exaltation, tripped with 
trembling footetepa, and with vailed eyes and hot- 
flashed cheeks, faltered uncertain syllebles reapon- 
sive to the many gallant phrases of their

TRAVELS AT HOME. 


Boston, July 16, 1860. 

It isa fact that most of our railrond lines avoid 
the best scenery of the United States. With the 
exception of a portion of the New-York and Erie, 
tho Hudeon River, Penvaylvania Central, and Bal- 
timore and Ohio, I connot now rocall any road 
which affords fair pictures of the region it tra- 
verses. hie is especially the case with the main 
artory of Massachusctts, No ono, flying through 
Berkshire on a Western Railroad train, can per- 
ceive more than one-third of its actual beauty. 
Going eastward, on our way hither, wo hnd somo 
pleasant glimpses among the narrow dells of the 
Berkshire Hille, but the valley of the Connecticut, 
in reality ao lovely, preaonta but a tamo sppear- 
ace. Tho charm of Springfield—its semi-cireular 
sweep of suburban villas—is invisible, and Mount 
Holyoke shows but a low, blue, triangular mass in 
- | the north. 

To one fresh from the exquisite pastoral scenory 
of Pennsylvania, co like mid-England in ita smooth 
fields, its hedge-rows, and magnificent trees, the 
country botween Springfield and Boston seems ox- 
ccedingly bleak and sterile. Tho rocky, gravelly 
soil, the gloomy woods of fir and pine, or dwarfish 
deciduous trees, the clup-board villages, hinting of 
a new Western State rather than of one of the 
1 | mothers of the Confederation, must disappoint, I 
fancy, those who visit Now-England for the first 
time. At lenst, this was the caso with my frionds. 


Southern suburbs, The filling np of Back Ba 
municipal work, second in magnitude only to the 
raising of the city of Chicago above its origmat 
lovel—firet claimed our attention, Tho Boston of 
the next half-century will cover the spacious plain 
thus created. Incipient streata already branch out 
from the bottom of the Common, and stately stond 
Awellings, in Lonis Quatorze style, are springing up 
with magical rapidity, Tho oxtonsion of Beacon 
street is tho beginning of a Boston Fifth Avenue, 
of which the city is not a little pround. ; 

In her southern suburbs, however—in Roxbury, 
and the bills beyond, and princely Brookline, and 
Brighton, Boston may challenge comparison with 
almost auy city in the world. This undulating re- 
gion, dotted with crystal ponds, superbly wooded, 
and covered for miles with country-seata in every 
conceivuble style of architecture, from the once- 
prevalent Grecian temple to the nov-fashionablo 
mansard-roof, is a portfolio crammed with deli- 
cious pictures. The velvet turf, golden-groon in 
sunshine, the trim buckthorn hedges, the trellised 
roees, the commingling of pine, elm, maple, lnro! 
chestnut, and fir in tho groves, the unexpectod 
dells and water-glimpaes, the gleam of towers aud 
mollow-tinted house-fronts far and near, tho old 
ayonues, ribbed with Gothic boughs, are among 
their features, and you can scarcely say that any 
thing is wanting. Many of the houses, it. is true, 
are too much buried from tho sun and air, to be 
healthy residences; but they are none the less 
beautiful on that account. The New-Yorkera 
spread their country residences over Staten Island, 
along the shores of tle Sound, sud half-way up the 
Hudson, beautifying a great extent of territory, 
while the Bostonians, by crowding thoirs together, 
havo produced a smallor, but nearly porfeot region 
of landscape gardening; for, where eo much is 
beautiful, the occasional anomalies and grotesque- 
ries of taste fail to offend you. 

‘The general impression which Boston and its eu- 
virona made upon my friends was that of subatan- 
tial prosperity and comfort. They also noticed its 
prim, proper English air, so strovgly contrasted 
with the semi-Parisian vivacity of New-York. Bos- 
ton, in fact, prides iteelf on its Deportment: it is 
nothing if not proper. All the ridicule which other 
cities are in the habit of heaping upon it dooa not 
seem to disturb its equanimity in tho lenst. I do 
not remember to bayo seon the Boston papers 
greatly enraged by any hostile assertion, oxcopt 
that the harbor sometimes froozea ovor: then, they 
cry out in indignaut wrath. 

must eay, I rather admire this atolid self-reli- 
ance and Novanglican assumption—if for nothing 
else, at leaat becauee it shows a thicker cuticle 
than we oxcitable New-Yorkora poazess, whozo 
nerves are exposed to tho atwnosphere, or that of 


“Can this be Massachusette—this barren region, 
where it eeems impossible for a farmer, with all his 
industry, to do more than barely live?” “Thiok 
a moment,” I answered, ‘and you will perhaps 
remember that you bave never heard the soil of 
Maveachusetts praised, but her laws, her school 
system, her morals, and her men!” Theso it is 
that have mado hor what she is, while Virginia, 
fayored of Heaven in regard to eoil and climato, 
has become the degenerate Spain of our Republic, 

Naturally, the eastern portion of Massachusetts, 
with tho exception of tho region about Wachuset, 
and somo points on the sca-coast, is neither beau- 
tiful nor picturesque. It is not only rough, with 
an indifferent vegetable development, but monot- 
opous in its forms. Tho numerous lakes—or ponds, 
as they are prosaically eated—constitute a 
deeming feature. It is astonishing how the gleam 
of water brightens the commonestlandseape. Here, 
however, where Nature bas done comparatively 
little, Man haa done a great deal. As you ap- 
proach Boston the roughest region is yet a region 
ofhomes, The granite boulders, so unsightly in a 
ficld of grain, become ornamonts, when breaking 
the smooth turf of a lawn; the scrubby pines, trim- 
med and cared for, shoot into beautiful trees, and 
ono clin, growing and oxpanding in the symmetry 
which freedom gives, is the glory of an entire land- 
scape. Man may sometimes deform, but he often- 
cst improves Nature: it is mere cant to assort the 
contrary, And I know no better illustration of the 
fact than the environs of Boston. i 

‘As we flashed past tho quaint wooden cottages 
of Newton and Brighton, my friend asked: “ Are 
those houses really meant for dwellings? They 
seem to me too sportive and toy-liko, as if somo- 
body bad been playing at village-making, putting 
down a house here and a house there, to see how 
it would look best.” ‘This playful character of the 
villages never strack me before, but it is one which 
would naturally present itself to ar eye accustomed 
to tho solid, matter-of-fact, unlovely aspect of the 
couniry-towns of Europe. ‘The rus in urbe isa 
thing never eeon in tho Old World, unless, rarely, 
in England. We are too used to villages, where 
every house has its garden and its threshold-trees, 
to appreciate their novelty and freshness in a etran- 
ger's eyes. 

The approne 


to Boston is almost the only pic- 
turosque eity-viow we have on tho Atlantic Coaat. 
The broad hes of water, the cheerful suburbs 
on either hand, the long, gently-rising, brick hill in 
front, crowned with the yellow dome of the State- 
House, when’ ceén in the tempered evening light, 
under a cloudless sky, form an imposing and truly 
attractive picture. New-York, from tho bay, sug- 
gests commercial activity only; Philadelphia, from

Sed if he had been iv Censral Kentucky. The very 
tarity of compotent judgea must have caused his hoart 
to warm to them when they were encouvtered, like a 
Freemsson's to a brother in distresa; and we are eure 
at if he could have accompanied na in our recent 
Visit to the splendid herd of Mr. James O. Sheldon, 
near Genova, N. ¥., ho would have been tho happicat 
man alive, But, alas for the Short-hora fraternity! 
his visits and labore are over, and the remains of ‘ the 
“old man cloquent" aro covered by the greon sods 
oar the econo of his greatest triumphs, with not so 
, much aso simple monumout to mark the place. 

At the Tortworth aale in 1853, the cool determina- 
tion of Mr. Thorne was more thans match for the 
bravest bidders onthe ground; aud many a regretful 
sigh was given by English connoissonrs as ono aftor 
another of the royal-blodded Duchesses wore Imockod 
down to tho princely bida of our young Now-Yorker. 
‘The prices paid by Thorne, although generally desmed 
in this country so fabulous as to indicate a mad spirit of 
specalation, were really bis best possible advertise 
ment, A thousand sterling for a siogle Sbort-born bull 
ras more than bad ever been paid by a single individ- 
cal—old Comet haying been bonght by three men con- 
jointly—and the circumstance being heralded ull over 
this country before Grand Dake was installed at Thorn- 
dale, it gave eclatto the herd, and seta value upon 
itseyery member, which no amonnt of other advor- 
tisement could have effected. Grand Duke's career at 
Thorndule was, unfortuuately, very brief, us be was 
rendored impotent through uccident, aud his slaughter 
being determined upon, a worthy sncceasor was sought 
for and obtained, in Second Grand Duke, at the came 
price es the first Duke had coat. 

‘The subsequent purchase of Col. Morris's best animals 
pat itin Thorne’s power to boast of owning more Dukes 
and Dachesses than any nobleman in England; and at 
this day he can chow in his stables a greater lot of 
young things of puro Bates blood than any man in 
Hnrope with the exception of Capt. Gunter. Mr. 
Belden, himself, tho breeder of Thorne’s $5,000 Grand 
Duke, bad only eight of the Duchess tribe prior to the 
death of Duchess Slet, and a recent death bas still 
further diminiched his herd. Capt. Gunter bad thir- 
teen Duchestesand Daker, counting young and old, laat 
year; but taking Oxfords and all, Thorne owns eight- 
een at this time, plas those gold to Mr. Sheldon. He 
has bad great advantages, and made the mos: of them; 
and if any one in Amorica can make Short-horn breed- 
ing pay, it is be, for he loves the beasts with his whole 
heart, and gives them constant care. 

Tn conrse of time Thorne fonnd he had crossed and re- 
crossed his Bates families as closely a: he could without 

kk of deterioration, and eo accepted a bid from Mr. 

beldon, ard pared with old Duke of Gloster, Duchess 
TI, Duchess Gith, 2d Duchess of Thorvedale, and five 
Oxfords, Instend of boing in the hands of one man as 
heretofore, the cards are now held by two breeders, 
who work in harmony together. With this preface 
we are naturally brought tothe beautiful farm which 
we make the subject of our present sketch, 
MR, SHELDON'S FARM. 

The farm is composed of 300 ucres of fertile land, 
which Jies a half mile back from the western shore of 
jeneca Luke, and a mile or more from Geneva. It ig 
jn aridge, which is one of a ecrise that ron parallel 
vith the lake shore, each baying been in tnrn the rim 
\f the basin which held the limpid waters long ago, 
Che farm lies abont 350 feet above the lake, aud the 
lround slopes off eo easily that there ia given an 
bundant fall for drainage, ‘Through two deep swales 
‘an the main outlets of the draing. One of these is an 
jpen ditch, four feet wide a! top, and two feet at bot- 
pm; tho other, of the samo dimensions, is closed. 
\bout half of the farm is tile-drained, the pipe and 
lorse-shoe patterns having both been tried, bat the 
brmer generally found to be best, Gonorally, Mr. 
jheldon’s mains consist of two eight-inch honse-shoe 
Jes, placed together 80 as to make a pipe; and the 
Mterals are in some of the ctillest aud wet- 
set soil, put at not more thin 15 feet apart, 
(thongh their separation will average at about 

3 feet over the whole farm. The ti 
delivered at Geneva at $9 per thonaand for two-inch 
pés, and $20 per thousand for the Largo horse-shoo 
sins. If tbe experiences of hig neighbors acroas the 
Xe, Messrs. Jobn Johnston and Robert L. Sevan, 
erenot enough to convince him of the profits of tile- 
ainage, an abundant proof awaited him in a tyrenty- 
re boggy ficld in tho bottom-land near his mill- 
jenm.

ithe cost of drainage. ‘The greater portion of Mr. 
eldon's land, however, lies upon a ridge, is composed

the place is known by its ancient Indian title of 
‘be White Springs,” and to the red men who 
led in tho unbroken forest of that region, or fished 
ihe crystal-clear waters of Seneca lake, a hundred 
yrs ago, it was a sacred spot. For here, withia the 
de cf noble elms, which at this day are standing on 
1 Sheldon’e Jawn, was tho conncil groand of the 
ile Senecas; and hard by tho tumuli in which their 
were buried. Within this famous inclosnre Red 
tkot has met with his chiefs, and Red Jacket’s an- 
(ors with theirs; ond many a conncil-fire has cast 
iiufal light on those old elm tranks, against which 
Snow placed rustio chairs for the uso of a conutry 
Bleman’s family.

INTERESTING TO FARMERS. 


Mr. Dixon tells us, in one of those fumous articles 
on the herds of Great Britain, which are attracting 80 
pinch attention at this time, that old Tommy Bates 
had two very favorite maxims—one that he “* could 


chip of the farm, to encamp. This, of caurae, was 
readily granted them; eo they pitched their tents with- 
in tho hallowed circlo of elms, and for ten days por- 
formed their ceremonies and emoked their pipes in 
council as their forefathers used to do. 

From a little rustic Sammer-house, at tho ond of the 
well-kept garden, the oye of the observer can take in a 
stretch of many miles of tho wntora and varied shores 
of the lake, and the bewutifal picture presented to view 
on any clear day makes one recall the langaago which 
Porcival uses when apostrophizing Seneca Lake: 


‘THow ewoot, af got of aun, to viow 
‘Thy golden milrror spreading wide, 
And too the inlst of wantltng blue 
Float ronnd tho distant moutala's eldo,” 


The farm, it is proper to remark, has not been man 
eged a well as it might, and Mr. Sheldon found that, 
despite its general beanty, there woro infertile fields to 
bring np, old etraggling walls to rebnild, wet land to 
drain, and bnildings to repnir; but ho ect to work in 
earnest, and has made a great change for the better 
already. There is a general appearance of tidiuesa 
and finish observable everywhore, and tho thirty or 
more outbuildings clustered together near tho house, 
as well as the gates and fences, show that a man of 
wealth, taste, and judgment, is ocoupying tho place. 
Mr. Sheldon has been too long a business man to 
igvore the fact that capital is as necessary to suc- 
cess in farming as any other occupation, aud he is 
not blind enongh to his own agricultural intorest to 
do things by halves, und try to cheat his fields or 
stock, So, as well as he knows how, be prepares 
his ground for crop-bearing, and in the Management 
of hia beaste, goes on the principlo of giving them a 
good start and never allowing them to be checked 
until they reach maturity, 

BUILDINGS. 

After a stroll over the farm, onr conree Jed na to thes 
stables, where the royal Duohesses, with their com 
panions, held thoir court, It wonld not bo nnreasona- 
ble to expect that grandly-farnished apartmenta would 
be assigned to $3,000 cows or bulls; and that Old 
Gloster, or Grand Duke of Oxford, like the old Go 
dolpbin Arabian, would stand in mahogany stalls, on 
floora of encanstio tiles, their names inscribed in geldon 
letters nbove their heads, and the windowy-sash of their 
Joose-box filled with stained glass, Thoro is nono of 
thie trumpery businees to be scen, however, at the 
White Springs, any more tian there is at “'Thorne- 
dale," “ Woodbarn,”” or “ Elleralie;" but, on the 
contrary, tho atables are plain, strong, sonveniint, and 
cminenUy practical. Tho high-priced boasts of Mesara. 
Thorne, Alexander, aud Sholdon, stand in comfortable 
though plain stalls, and not a whit better than any de 
cent farmer shonld possese. Their health and comfort 
are cared for only ua they shonld be, while as to the 
matter of feed, it is well known that a real thorough- 
bred reqoires lees to kesp in condition than ono of your 
razor-backed ‘ dungbilla.”” 

Inclusive of corn-cribs, barns, stables, wagon-eheds, 
&e,, there are in all about thirty ontbaildings—lying 
contiguous to each other, all painted of a nniform color 


and all kept in perfect repair. The entire range of 
stable roomis abont 475foct in length. A now stablo, 110 
feet long by 32 wide, is sdmirably arravged, The stalls 
are placed st one side and ovupy the entire length 
of the building, each etall being lighted and aired by a 
window, and furnished with a bent von stanchion 
snd cliding-ring for tethering the occupant. On tho 
other aide of the stable is a row of loose-boxes for 
calves. The floors of both stalle und boxes are tight, 
and haye just enough backward elope to carry liquide 
into the graded gutter which runs the length of the 
building, and conveys the stall-drainage toa tank ont- 
side. The advantaye of pure air for stabled stock is 
fully appreciated by Mr. Sheldon, and to seoure the 
best possible ventilation ho has three box ventilators, 
two-and-a-balf feet equsre, running up to the peak of 
the roof, with all the éides tightly fitted, eo that the 
fonl air may not cecape into and contamiaate the hay 
in the loft above the stable. For the same renon the 
etable ceiling is made tight. Tho guttere bebind the 
stalls are eighteen inches wide, and are graded from a 
depth of two inches at either end of the building, to 
six inches at the center, where anger holes are made 
to let the liquid contents fall throngh to an ondor gnt- 
ter which carries them off. Beside the close plank 
doors, there aro inrido doors of slats for Summor aso, 
which can be locked but still will euifor cooling 
draughts of air to cirevlato throughout tho stables on 
the holtest nighte. Two cows stand in each of the 
stalls, one tethered to either aide, The calf-pen floors 
are made of slate set three-fourths of au inch apart, go 
that liquid will not collect in the bedding and muke it 
unwholesome, bat pars through and be shed off the 
tight tongned-and-grooved floor beneath into the ap- 
propriate guitere. 

Generally speaking, the farm is being got into grasa, 
‘8 psoture and Winter feed is what the oyner most 
aims tosecure. He top-dresses iis land almost entirely, 
letting the substance of tho manuro loach into tho 
ground as it will, after being spread in bulk over the 
surface. In the barn-yard he bes an excavated basin, 
pounded tight onthe bottom, to which all the stable 
manure is wheeled, and thrown on a layer of muok, 
with which it ia somewhat mixed. The liqnid draining 
from the basin rune into a tank, and at regular inter- 
vals is pumped back on the heap. Afr. Sheldon thinks 
that, beside the labor expended in composting manures, 
thero is Joss of some thirty per cont in valuo 
experienced. No guano is used on- the place, but 
plaster is freely applied, and lime to a limited extent. 

THE STOCK. 

By way of a foil, to convince a lady visitor of tho 
reul merit of improved Short-horns, a poor $25 cow 
was clubbed up from behind the mack-heap, and placed 
in the yard alongside Glostor’s Oxford. The owe- 
neck, razor-back, and flat sides of the “native” were 
made more noticeable by contrast with the fine sym- 
metry of the $1,500 Oxford; and beside her clean-cut 
muzzle, fine dished faco, clean lips and nostrils, intolli- 
gent face, and tine horn, the head ef the iguoble cow 
seemed as, equare and nnabapen ae a Dutch drogher, 
and to contain a whole barrelfuil of boaea. Gloater's 
Oxford is a beantiful light roan, with a back as flat a 
a billiard-table, a beautiful forehand, and is not only 
large for her ago, but compact as well. 

In the firet stall stands Old Duchess 66th, one of the 
prizes which Thorne bor uway from Tortworth (at 
the sweet price of 700 guiness). ‘Phe old cow bears 
about ber the aristocratic elegance which characterizes 
her family, and which she has conveyed to her progeny, 
Dachess 71st (dam of 2d Duke of Thornedalo, and Mr, 
Sbeldon's Duke and Duchess of Geneva), 34 Duchess 
of Thornedale, and 4th Duke of Thornedale. She is 
now at the White Springs, on a visit to Gloster, and no 
doubt we shull have good accounts from her in faturo, 
despite the hoary honors of nive years which rest upon 
hor hoad. In his account of Capt. Guuter's hord, last 
year, Mr. Dixon thus speaks of thia cow's antecedonta:

Before 
hin lordship bought this cow, sho had brod Mr, Holden's first 
thourand-gulnes Grand Duke; sud Duchess (64), who was ro-sold 
at Tortworth for 6(0 ga., thea in-calf of 2d Grand Duke, who also 
brought Mr. Bolden s tiousand: Tls double dam ead graadau 
wreath seemed enough for one cow ; but ahe proved af tho, Kirk- 
leavin ‘avo months gous in calf with Duchess (09), 
who also crossed the Atlantic with 700 ga, ou ber head—a auun 
never beforo attained fora female. Duchvas (68) remaincd at 
Hendon for a considerable time, and calsed a bolfor to the Duke 
of Glo'ster, for whom Captain’ Ountor offered 500 go. in valn; 
and she bad net ouly twin heifers to the sam. ball ust year In 
America, wither he departed at hor side, but hss bred regularly 
‘over ence.” 


Beside her stands Oxford 20th, a light roan of supe- 
rior merit, which rowarded Col. Morris for his cross of 
Margnis of Carrabas on Oxford VIth.

8 noble feliow ho was too, for like Saul of old,

Tis dam, Oxford 11th, was strack by 
lightning in the park at Wetherby Grange after hav- 
ing bred six bulls, one of them Lord Foversham’s 
Royal prize winner. Of hor three ball calves in Capt 

Gunter's hards, only this one of Mr. Sheldon's came 
to maturity, and it was with him, says Mr, Dixon, 
that Prince Albert cipped into the Bates blood in 1857, 
and Col, Kingscote in 1858. The Prince Consort, we 
think, gave 250 guineas (about $1,250) for bis services 
for a single sexson, and possibly Col. Kingecote as 
though of that wo aro not iaformed, “ Ono of 
“his two brotbers by the Duke of Cambridge was 
“born dead, and the other, Duke of Oxford, met with 
“a most singular end at Earl's Court, A rat had got 
“into his trongh, and frigbtened bim so that ho ran 
“Cont of the shed, and in trying to jump tho rail into 


“hie paddock Le fell on bis head, aud fairly splinterod 
“bis horn into his brain.’ 

Old Glostor, renowned patriarch of prizo-gettors, does 
daty in the Sheldon herd ag satisfactorily us ever any- 
where. Ho bas been already introduced to our readers 
in an article on Thorne's herd, while bis name and 
fume are familiar to every intelligent breeder in this 
country or Europe, Tt will, thorefore, snffice ut this 
time to eny that be ix in excellent condition, and as vig- 
orous as ever.

in profile, let them draw a parallelogram, and udd legs, 
# head, and a tail;_if in bulk,-make # parallelopipedon, 
with the same accessories, 

A Miss Wiley heifer calf, by Duke of Gloster, is re~ 
markably promising, and should be entered on tho 
registor under tho title of “Pride of the Springs,” 
which Thomas Keith, the herdsman, has privutely 
givon hor, Old Gloster bas sired eight calyos for Mr. 
Sheldon—four of them bulls—but three of his heifer 
calves bave died. A bull calf in the pon alongside tho 
little dandy Dake, out of Emily Cattley, an El Hakim 
heifer, bred by Alexander, hue a fino top and mach 
Promieo. So basa little thing called Seneoa, out or 
Jozephine by Gloster, which looks much like Glostof 
in color, back, and across the hip. 

Passing alongtho line of females, wo pay onr respects 
to Gloster's Oxford, by Gloster ont of O 17th; Midge, 
an Alexander heifer by Grand Master out of Rosabella 
by Bridegroom; Primrose, ont of a calf of Bridagroom’s 
got by the splondid 24 Dnke of Airdrie, on whoso brow 
Wes bound the spangled blac crownof the $1,000 prize 
at St. Louis last year; Chatelaine, a beautiful Bates 
heifer; Delia Gwynne, a four-year old heifer, unfruit- 
fal us yet; Chrisiabel, of Thorno's breeding, leggy, and 
not compact enough, thongh # good animal; and then 
We come to a dameel of illustrious parentage. Miss 
Bulterfly is by Master Butterfly (whose Australian 
purchaser had to give the breeder a check for $6,000 
before the beust was delivered to him ut London 
docks), ont of Ratafia by King Arthur. Sho was brod 
by Mr. Trucy of Edenton Bridgo, England, aud im- 
ported by Mr. Sheldon along with Grand Dake of 
Oxford, “She is a dark roan two-year old heifer, whose 
most noticeable points are the finely-cat head, gond top, 
the Booth horn, and weil-filled twist.

Then coming to the calf pens again we ae Medora, 
an undersized but eymmotrical eight months heifor 
calf, whose sire is an imported Jonas Webb bull, mis- 
vamed either by Mr. Webb himeolf, or by the im- 
porter, Second Grand Duke. The bnil was a vary 
fine one, anda full Duke, we believe. He waa im- 
ported direct from Mr. Webb's herd for Mr. Sheldon, 
by an English gentleman, and has sired some very 
promieing “‘ young ans," which we fouad in tho calf- 
pens at the White Springs. The name given him, 
however, was a decided misnomor, and Mr, Sheldon, 
viewing it aa soch, changed it to \ Clareadou," and 
wrote to Mx, Strafford to bavo it eo entered in 
the 1%h volume of the E, H. B., bat no reply 
was received, and tho animal now figores in 
that authoritative register as Second Grand Duke. 
‘There are thus left two Richmonds in the field, 
and bereafter Mr. Thorne’s real Dako can be designated 
only by his Herd Bock number. If it is unfortunate 
in this cus, whore a real pnre-blooded Dako bull is 
miscallod, how mach more eo is it when animals of In- 
forior strains of blood are palmed off upon tho public 
under the names and pedigrees of tho Bates familica, 
We aro informed that a Canadian breeder has as- 
snmed tho right to call his animals by the illns- 
trions titles of the royal Bates family, and 
henes wo aro fast drifting into a dire covfusion 
of names and nombera, induced by this dis- 
houeat practice. A breeder of auy note lias no more 
right lo call @ third or fourth rato bull Grand Duke, 
or an ordinary Short-horn cow Duchess 7Ist, thaa tho 
note conntorfcitor has to pnes off bis ahinplnstera as 
genuine. For with cattle an aucestor of great reputa- 
tion and exccllenco gives great value to progeny, aud 
his name is as much the property of the breeder, his 
beire or sasigns, ne the beast itself and its got, If Mr. 
Lewis P. Allen or Mr. Strafford make u conscientious 
diccrimination in admitting titles and pedigroes into 
their respective Herd Books, no great damao would 
eno; but if knaves are to have tho privilago of stoal- 
ing greut nomes and parts or the whole of great pedi- 
grees for their base-blooded beatts, aud palming them 
upon the innocent furmer by virtue of Hord-Bovk reg- 
istry, theeo great conservators of pare blood bad bet- 
ter be no more pnblished, 

The Ist Duchess of Genova, a young heifer by tho 
real 2d Grand Dake (12,961) ont of Duchess 7lst, is 
very rangy for a yearling, and full of promise, Sho 
has thut peculiar waxy horn which old Tommy Batos 
used to regard as such a Duchees peculiarity, a won- 
derfally fine boeom, good upper and uader lines, and a 
roan color of pecaliar richness. 

We omit any montion of Gem of Oxford, by 2d 
Grand Dake out of Romeo's Oxford, and several othera 
of lees note, our space being qnite exhausted, In con- 
conclusion, we cannot better snm np the results of our 
visit than in qnoting the language made use of to n3 
the other day by a prominent breeder, who had been 
to Mr, Sheldon’s place a fow days befure us.

TnenarevticaL Usks or AnseNrc.—Tho lameness 
and deformities of chronic rheumatism freqnently dis- 
appear under a prolonged use of arsenic. According 
to Dr. Begbie, in the Edinburgh Medical Journal, it is 
generally given up (oo avon. ‘Tyo cucez of this nature 
are related, in which the most marked benefit wns de- 
Tived from this mode of treatment, About five drops 
of the Jiqnor arsonicalia should be given after each 
meal, aud continued till the charactoristio effects of the 
drog are prodaced, when it may be iutermitted for a 
time. Many and obstinate forms of nenralgia are in a 
similar manner found to yield to arsenio, The latter 
holda the foramost place, also, among tho remedies em- 
ployed for the cure of chorea, Beside the yarious 
forme of ekin dieease in whieh its useis 40 well known, 
it hus been used very extensively and auccessfally in 
amenorrhea and other disorders of the uterus, where 
iron appeared to bo contra-indicated. 

Gorrke.—Dr. Monat of Bengal states that upward 
of sixty thonssnd cases of goitre have been treated in 
that country on the following plus, which generally 
effects acure at once, or, if vot, a second repetition 
next year sullices: Melt three pounds of lard.or mut- 
ton stct, atrain and clean; when nearly cool, add nine 
drachms of biniodide of mercury, taking care to make 
the powder fine by trituration in a mortar. Work ina 
mortar until no grains of red are spparent in the oint— 
niet, and pat in pots for use, taking care always to 
keep both powder and ointment from the rays of the 
sun, Use as follows: About an hour after sunrise 
apply the ointment to the goitre with a spatula made of. 
ivory, the quantity (o be uevording to the-eize of the: 
tamor; rub it well in for at least ten minutes, Let the 
patient then sit with his goitre Leld well up to the saa, 
‘and let bim remain ¢o as long ns he can endure it. Tk 
is probable that about noon he will suffer pain from 
tho blistering offect of the ointment, although no pus- 
tules are raiced on the skin. About 2 o'clock in tho 
afvernoon, the ointment shonld again be applied with & 
very careful and tender hand; the patient is not to: 
tonch tho ointment with bis hand, but allow it to. be 
gradually absorbed, which absorbtion will be complete 
on the third day,

OieD Paver tx Sungicat D: 'G5.—Oiled pa- 
per las been succesafully introduced in hospital prc- 
tieo, as a substitute for oiled silk und gutta percha 
in sorgical dressings. In its preparation, having se- 
cured a paper of good textaro, the next desidoratum is 
the Haid or yarnich by whieh it is to be coated and wa- 
terproofed. ‘This is made by reboiling boiled liueood 
oil with litharge, acetate of lead, sulphate of zinc, 
burnt amber—an ounce or to of each toe gallon of 
oil, No artificial heat is employed in drying. A squire 
board is now procured, coveral inches broader than the 
size of the sboct to bo prepared. Upon this tho sheet 
is spread, and well covered, by meana of a broad brush, 
with the mixtare, The first ebeet is brushed on beth 
sides. On this asecond sheet is placod, olightly pro- 
jecting over the first, at one end, in order to facilitate 
the lifting o the ahects whon they are to be bang up 
todry. This is also coated with tho mixture. The 
process is repeated till a mass of sheots, from twenty 
to fifty is number, is prepared. The board is then car 
ried to come unoccupied apartment, across which cords 
areetretcbed, and the shee's are then lifted, and at- 
tached by one ond to tho corda by means of bent alipa 
of zine or tinzed iron, and in this aituation they romain.

ach; und cays that his exporimenta show that it is not 
the epithelium lining tho organ which preventa ite be. 
ing digest d, but the layer of thick mucus which coy. 
ersits walls. When the latter substance is abaont, the 
gautric juice nttacks tho walls of the living stomach, 
and digests them, causing perforation and death. Ag 
regards the bile, it seems that this secretion takes an 
active part in rendering the fatty matters of the food 
capuble of being absorbed into the system. ‘The most 
curious of all the digestive fluids, however, is tho pan- 
creatic secretion, for it unites in itself the properties of 
allothers. It not only transforms etarch und other 
such eubstances into sugar, but it eaulsionizes fats, 
and oven digests protein compounds, Asa remody in 
indigestion, pancreatine eh wld be grently enperior to 
popsine, whicb can only digest one kind of food, namo- 
ly, protein. With pancreatine, we should bo able to

THe OPHTHALMoscope. . Gillette de Grand. 
mont, a medical atudent, has bronght before the Acad- 
emy of Medicive of Paria an apparatus which 
fixes upon the patignt’s face the lens used for ox- 
amining the eye. Tho apparatus is composed of a 
concave plate, vhich fits tho bridge to the noso; to 
this ptate are added ordinary spectacle frames, which, 
by lying on the cir:umference of tho orbits, givo the 
instrament much steudinces, favored by an clustic 
band running round the head. To the same plate is 
fixed, at right anglea with the face, a short eocket, in 
the intorior of which is a box which carries a lens, 
movable in every direction, A acresr, which moves 
the box, allows the observer to change the focal dis- 
tance of the Ieus. When the apparatus is placed opoa 
the patient, and the lons is brought into the axia of the 
pupil, the surgeon, taking with his right hand the 
reflecting mirror, illumives the interior of tho eye. 

‘The advantages of this apparatus are as follows: It 
prevents the bliuking, which is inevitable with othor 
instromenta; it fatigaes patienta leas than other 
ophtbalmoscopes; it ullowa the mout inexperienced ob- 
server to exumine the interior of the eye; it gives 
facilitica for several persona to examine the samo 
patient in succession, without the necessity of moving 
the instrament; the observer has one hand free, which, 
being applied to the vertex of the patient, may direct 
the head to he most favorable position; it is simpler 
and more readily adjusted than the mounted ophthal- 
moscops, and does not require, like the instrament held 
by the hand, a desterity acquired only by long prac- 
tics.

GARIBALD, INSTRUCTIONS TO HIS 
REPRESENTATIVES AT FOREIGN 
COURTS.

The following, according to the Opinion Nationale, 
are the instractiona given by the Dictatorial Govorn- 
ment of Sicily to the Envoys charged to represent it at 
tho Coarta of the different European Powors: 

Sicily, on shaking off the yoke of Boarbonic military 
occupation, from whi bas eutfored for eloven years, 
retarns of herself to the fnll coveroignty in which tho 
revolution of 1848 placed her, when, after baying pro- 
claimed the deposition of the dynasty of the Bourbons, 
she summoned a new prince to the throne, and when 
her Commissioners were received by the Governments 
of France, Eogiand, und Sardinia, aod hor are or 3 
ssluted by’ the tivo most powerfal nityies of tho Medit 
erranean: 

Furce of arms restored tu the island the Bourbon dy- 
psaty, which was in the eye of justice illegitimate, 
condemsed by the Constitution of the country, and, iu 
slort, 4 mere moustrous tyrancy—such a veritable 
avaclironiam in the midet of modera civilization as to 


} bave become prose:bial in Earops, 


‘This right, then, and this power of ruling its own 
destinies which violenca hud deprived it of, oar country 
resumes to-day by 8 legitimate revendieation, 

Tn January, 1843 Sicily envered, of her own goner- 
ous impulee, into the Italian movemont, already began 
two years previonsly at Romo, in Tuscany, aad iu Pied 
moné, but schich opto the time the Austrian aod de 
epotic policy of Ferdinand I. of Bourbon bad kept a 
8 detavce. 

At that epoch, in Italy, ideas did not go beyond a 
syatem of local reforms and nmendmenta for the ditfor- 
ont jtalian Stutes, und did not exceed the formation of 
a league or confederstion of these independently and 
freely constituted States. 

‘The Sicilian revolution rested, then, on the folowing 
principles: 

1, Restoration of the Conetitntion of 1812, which the 
Bourbons first swore to, and afterward violated; thas 
legally forfeiting the throne. 

Sicihun eelf government, aud separation of the 
islund from the crown of Naples, 

3. The desire kolewnly expressed of forming part of 
the Talian league on confederation, a8 an independent 
Stute under her own kivg. 

Sinre ae events and opinions have consider- 


ably advaneed ia Luly, ‘The ostion, in aspiring to re- 
fame her proper place and importance. in Barope, 
stopped ut first at the idea of a coufederation of States, 


a8 the sole means which could at that time condast her 
to her object, ns an intermediate phase, and prepare ber 
to obtain at a distant futura, her complete unification. 
At this day che haa cnceived the hope of arriving 
more quickly at the supreme object of her wishes, 

Besides, that project of a confederation or alliance 
which, twelve yearaago, pleneed and eatistied the pab- 
lic mind is to-day @ woral and phystesd impossibility, 
since the decisive ruptare of the Cor of Rome aud 
Naples with the national cange and every national 
idet, and eines the disippoarance of the small states 
which formed the center of the Italian pepiusula. 

Itis clear that Italy, desiring and yilling a free and 
independont existenco'in the midst of modvrn nations, 
has henceforth ovly a single way of safety, viz,that of 
grouping herelf around that glorious mousrehy of 
Savoy, which has perconificd 1m herself the national 
life, strength, aud dignity. Ontside of that angle way 
are only reauseent Austrian dompastiou, the barbarian 
of blind and cruel goreromenta, the discord and feeble 
nees of small poop es abandoned to their own internal 
dissensions and to foreign inlluence. 

The same sentiment which hus driven Lomb: 
salate with joy the triumph of the allied arias, und 
threw her into the arms of King Victor Emauaal; 
which hus prompted Tuscany, the Legations, sod whe 
Ducbies to vote spoutsceously tuvir uuion arder the 
scepter of that magnanimous prince; tho sentiment 
which at this day inspirea tae hrarta of the whole of a 
great people, from the Alps to Cape Lilybwam, is the 
sentiment which inspires Italy. 3 

Siolly, now her own mistress, intends and desires, a3 
always, to be Italian, and thut is why, discarding ull 
idea of individuul political sopuration yhich would be 
discordant with the pew epoch vad the new necessities, 
sho intends to form part of thut gloriocs uasioual mon- 
areby which civilized Europe wishes to seo raised to-day

the equilibrinm, repose, and progress of the world.
